Social Security Commissioner Ar- 
thur J. Altmeyer declared todaj 
this country's employment insur- 
ance fund of nearly 57,000,000,000 
will serve as an effective brake 
against iny widespread depression 


With that amount of emergencj 


purchasing 
power 
available 
to 


workers Altmeyer told a reporter 
he doubts than any postwar eco- 
nomic shakedown could mushroom 
into the proportions of the 1929-33 
break. 


While emphasizing that he is 


siding neither with those econo- 
mists who look for at least a tem- 
porary recession next year nor 
with those who say the country is 
in for a long period of prosperity, 
the Social Security chief said he 
believes "the healthy accumulation 
of reserves in the fund" will: 


Bolster Buying Power 


1. Tend to help prevent a depres-

purchasing power just when it be- 
gins to decline dangerously. 


The fund is based 
on 
payroll 


taxes ranging up to three per cent 
on employers of eight or more per- 
sons. The money thus collected is 
held in tsust for. the states, -which 
administer their own unemploy- 
ment compensation systems. 


These vary widely, but the pres- 


ent average for the nation is a S19 
weekly payment for a potential 
maximum of 20 weeks.

George VI, in a parliament-open- 
ing- speech presenting the views of 
his Labor government, called to-

forces and for nationalization of 
inland transport and electric utili- 
ties. 


The monarch presented his mes-

through London's streets during 
which he was guarded against any 
possible attack by Jewish extrem- 
ists by every policeman Scotland 
Yard could spare—more than 5,000 
ill told. 


The speech marked the opening 


of the second parliament since La. 
bor took over the reins of govern- 
ment and took place amid pre-war 
pomp and ceremony of centuries- 
old tradition—and the reality of 
the most elaborate and stringent 
precautions since the 1939 and 
1940 
bombings attributed to the 


Irish Republican Army. 


Urges Good Treaty 


The king urged negotiation of 


a peace with Germany under "con- 
ditions which will foster true de- 
mocracy, will guarantee the world 
against further attempts at world 
domination and will remove the 
financial burden which occupation 
has laid on my people." 


He also announced the govern- 


ment's desire to improve living 
conditions in Britain, 
promising 


ncreased housing- and increased 
food supplies to a nation weary of 
shortages and rationing.

Truman is said today still to favor 
designating the speaker of the 
house in the presidential succes- 
sion line.

Byrnes. 


Republican Rep. Joseph W. Mar- 


:in, Jr., of Massachusetts is slated 
to succeed Raj burn when the 80th 
congress convenes in January. 


Even before the election clinch- 


ed the evident trend, GOP lead- 
ers began to talk of reviving the

Sections IB and 1G, said improvement to consist of the construction 
of drainage structures, grading and surfacing with a '.Jrave! or 
Crushed Stone Surface Course—Type B. four (4) inches in thickness 
and will ^recommend its approval by the Public Roads Administra- 
tion of the Federal Works Agency for construction with f'inds appor- 
tioned to the State under the Federal Highway Act as amended s.nd 
supplemented, for the construction of secondary or feeder roads: sub- 
ject, however, to the condition that the County shall provide for 
its proper maintenance at the completion of its improvement. 


"The term 'proper maintenance', as used herein, is anderstood 


to include the repair and upkeep of all features of the improvement 
as follows: 


(a) The traveled way shall be maintained to the full ihickr.ess 


as constructed by the addition of matenal when necessary: the road 
surface shall be kept smooth and free from holes: and seat coats 
shall be applied on bituminous surfaces when ncessary. The trav- 
eled way of the road shall be properly cleared of snow. 


(b) Shoulders, ditches, and slopes shall be maintained to the 


original contour as constructed. Vegetation shall be mowed period- 
ically as may be necessary for the elimination of weeds and the safe- 
ty of traffic. 


(c) All drainage structures shall be maintained in a structurally 


sound condition and shall be kept clear of dirt and debris to permit 
proper functioning of drainage as designed 


i d) Road guard and guard fences shall be maintained in a sound 


condition and shall be realigned -and repainted when necessary 


fe) Bridges shall be maintained in a structurally sound condition 


and shall be cleaned and repainted when necessary. 


(f) An adequate system of warning signs shall be maintained for j 


the information and safety of the traveling public. 


"2. That the said County hereby requests the Highway Depart- 


ment to submit the aforementioned project with recommendation that 
it be approved by the Public Roads Administration of the Federal 
Works Agency, and agrees that if such proje'ct is approved and con- 
structed by the Highway Department and the Public Roads Adminis- 
tration of the Federal Works Agency, it thereafter, at its own cost 
and expense, will maintain the project in a" manner satisfactory to 
them, or their authorized representatives.

LAW ON THE FARM

Estrays and LostProperty—Es- 


tray is the legal way of describ- 
ing a domestic animal of unknown 
ownership running at large. It 
does not 'include dogs, cats and 
poultry. 


Householders may take up es- 


trays found upon or about their 
premises, within five days post 
notices of their possession in at 
least three public places in the 
township and use the animal for 
their own benefit. 
In counties 


which have not prohibited ani- 
mals running at large, the right 
way to take up estrays is limited 
to the period between October 31 
and April 15. 


The law prescribes that such 


animals must not be used until 
notice has been posted, except in 
the case of cows in actation. The 
notice must describe the animal 
and must state before what jus- 
tice of Uie peace and at what 
time (not less than 10 nor more 
than 15 days from the posting of 
the notn:e) the taker-up will ap- 
ply to have the animal appraised. 
If the owner appears and claims 
the animal, the taker-up is entitled 
to 
reimbursement 
for 
keeping 


feeding and advertising. 
Takers- 


tip aie not responsible if the es- 
tray dies or gets away. 


The law further states that "if 


the estray is a horse, mule or ass, 
or head of cattle, and the owner 
does not appear withm one year 
and claim the same, and pay 
charges and expense, or if the 
estray is a swine. Sheep or goat 
and the owner does not appear 
within three months • • • 


pay charges, the animals will be 
sold at public auction. The pro- 
ceeds, in excess of those paid to 
the taker-up for charges and ex- 
pense, go to the county, but for 
three years are subject to reclaim 
by the owner. 


Provisions similar to those on 


estrays exist with 
respect 
to 


floating timber and 
watercraft 


Another law enacted at the same 
time as those on estrays and wa- 
terciaft, 1874. provides that if 
goods, money, bank notes or oth- 
er valuable personal effects of 
any description, of the value of 
S5 and upwards, it shall be the 
duty of such pel-son to inform the 
owner and make restitution, with- 
out any compensation except that 
voluntaiily offered. If the owner 
is not known, the finder must ad- 
vertise the goods in a manner 
similar to that for estrays. 
If 


not claimed, the goods are sold 
and the proceeds paid into the 
county treasury. 


When the value of goods found 


is less than $5. the finder, after 
advertising and after the lapse 
of three months without a claim- 
ant appearing, acquires title to 
the goods. 


The laws referred to may be 


found in the Illinois Revised Sta- 
tutes, Chapter 50, Section 1-29. 


the economic loss frequently re-! 
suiting when rabid dogs bite val- 
uable animals make the eradica- 
tion of rabies an impoitant public 
problem. 


The fast legislative iccognition 


of rabies came in 1905, when a 
law was passed by the Illinois 
legislature providing- that a coun- 
ty could send any poor person 
bitten by a rabid dog to a state 
institution 
tor 
treatment. 
The i 


couuty beats the tost of transpor- 
tation; the institution, the cost 
of tieatment. care and housing. 


In 1927 a moie effective law ! 


was passed aimed at the eradica- j 
lion ol rabies. 
It piovidcs that! 


"Whenever a. case of rabies has' 
occurred in a locality the depait-i 
ment of agriculture shall have | 
power, and it shall be its duty, to I 
prevent 
the 
spread 
of 
rabies 


among dogs and othei animals. 
The department 
of agnculture 


shall have power to order that all 
dogs in the locality be: 


"1. Kept confined within an en- 


closure fiom which escape is im- 
possible, or 


"2, Kept muzzled and restrain- 


ed by a leash composed of chain 
or other indestructible matenal, 
or 


"0. To further order all own- 


ers or keepers of dogs to take 
such prophylactic measures, as 
the 
department of agriculture | 


may deem necessary, to pi event 
the spread of rabies. 


"The department of agriculture 


shall have pou cr to determine the 
area of ihe locality and the dura-| 
tion of the period of time to which 
the above requirement shall ap- 
ply." 


It is further provided that the 


expense imoKccl m anv action 
taken by the state department of ' 
agriculture shall be boine oy the! 
owner or keepei of the dog. Of- | 
ficers failing- to carry out the pio- 
vrsions of this act arc subject to 
penalty. 


A question often arises as to 


the liability of the owner of a 
rabid dog. In 19;;i a law \\as en- 
acted \vhich provides that "no i 
owner or keeper of any dog shall I 
be liable for any damage caused' 


by such dog- having rabies or oth- 
er similar disease unknown to 
such owner or keeper of sucli 
dog." 
Tins means that unless the 


owner or keeper of a dog is aware 
of its rabid condition, he may be 
liable only for direct acts of de- 
struction or damage and not tor 
any damage resulting from the 
spread of the disease by the dog. 
Upon 
submission of 
adequate 


proof, the owners of animals de- 
stroyed because of the rabid con- 
dition of a dog may be indemni- 
fied from the county dog license 
fund as m other cases. 


These laws may be found in the 


Illinois Revised Statutes, chapter 
23, sections 300-303; and cnapter 
S. sections 12a, 19, 23a,-23d.

Near Showdown in 


Congress, Courts 


Ball Will Try for Law to 


Outlaw Closed Shop; 


Unions Fighting 


Washington, Nov. 12—(AP) — 


The closed shop—one of the sorest 
of all union problems—is headed 
for a showdown in congress and 
the U. S. supreme court. 


Senator Jusepn Ball, Minnesota, i 


Republican, says he will try to | 
get the new, Republican-controlled j 
congress to pass a law outlawing , 
the closed shop. 


And the voters of five states—- 


Florida. 
Arkansas. 
Nebraska, 


South Dakota, Arizona—have now 
approved amendments to their 
state constitutions doing just that. 


Kiglit to Supreme Court 


If congress passes such a law 


the unions certainly will fight it 
through the courts, going- up to 
the U. S. supreme court, if neces- 
sary. 


The unions already have started 


their fight 
against 
the 
state 


amendments and will go on up to 
the supreme court if they have to. 


A closed shop is one in which 


every employe must be a member 
of the union which has a contract 
with the employer there. If he 
isn't, he can't work there. 


Closed shops are not new in this 


country. They date back at least 
to 1790 when unions of carpenters 
and tailors bargained with their 
employers not only for higher 
wages but for closed shops, too. 


Congress itself—in the Nation- 


al Labor Relations Act (the Wag- 
ner Act) which it passed in 1935 
—said an employer could make a 
closed shop agreement with a 
union. 


A 
closed 
shop 
contract, of 


course, is not the only kind which 
unions make with employers. But 
they argue for it on these grounds 
among- others: 


"It prevents "free riders." That 


is. it prevents people—who work 
in a. place where there's a union 
contract—from enjoying all the 
benefits a union wins without pay- 
ing dues or sharing other union 
obligations. 


But the closed shop has been a 


battle-ground for years, with the 
unions 0:1 one side and. on the 
other not only labor-baiters and 
labor-haters, but a great many 
sincere people who oppose it be- 
cause they think it violates an 
individual's freedom. 


The voters of Florida and Ar- 


kansas—on Nov. 7. 1944.—and the 
voters of Nebraska, South Dako- 
ta and Arizona—on Nov. 5, 1946 
—approved the amendments to 
their state constitutions forbid- 
ding- closed shops. 


Soon after the Florida amend- 


ment was approved, the AFL and 
CIO went to bat against it. They 
took it to the federal district court 
in Floiicla. That court upheld it. 
Then they appealed to the U. S. 
supreme court. 


AFJL Fights in Florida 


The supreme court—in its opin- 


ion of March 25, 194.6—declined to 
give a decision. It said the test 
should have been made in the first 
place in a state court, not in a 
federal court. 


So now the AFL is carry-ing its 


fight through the Florid* state 
courts. 
The case undoubtedly 


will lad back eventually in the 
U. S. supreme court for a final 
decision. 


Whatever that high court ver- 


dict is in the Florida case, it al- 
most surely will apply to the con- 
stitutional amendments approved 
by the other four states. 


When the AFL and CIO appeal- 


ed to the supreme court—in the 
first round of the Florida case— 
they did so on these grounds: 


1. That Florida law outlawing 


the closed shop was in conflict 
with the National Labor Relations 
Act which they claimed permitted 
a closed shop. 


Stale iielim federal Law 


(The theory here was that when 


a state law conflicts with a fed- 
eral law, the federal law is su- 
preme). 


2. That the Florida law violated 


the U. S. Constitution, because, 
they said, it interferes with free- 
dom of contract (Article 1); it in- 
terferes with freedom of speech 
(first amendment): and it inter- 
feres with citizens' privileges and 
property rights 
(14th 
amend- 


ment). 


But the supreme court may 


have to decide more than wheth- 
er the state amendments forbid a 
closed shop. Those amendments 
are so worded that they may, at 
some 
time, 
be interpreted 
as 


meaning- they forbid a union shop 
or maintenance of membership. 


Unlike a closed shop where an 


employe must be a member to 
have a job. the union shop is one 
where a worker does not have to 
be a union member to get a job, 
but must, within a stated time, 
join the union after going to work. 


This is what maintenance of 


membership means: An employe 
can join the tmion which has a. 
contract with the employer, or he 
can refuse to join. But if he is a 
member and does not leave it 
within a certain time, say 15 days 
after the contract is signed, then 
he must remain a member.
